It Is generally understood that the I 


County Commissioners have about de­ 
cided to discontinue the work of the 
demonstration agent after the first 
of January. 
We feel that 
a 
few 
wmrds of explanation here would help 
to clear things up in this particular. 
T he county pays $500 on the demons- ‘ 
tra to r’s salary, and the national gov­ 
ernm ent pays the other $700. 
The 
demonstrator, of course, pays all of 


his expenses, which cuts his salary 
down a few hundred dollars. 


lf we stop the demonstration wrork, 
we lose the *700 th at is now being 
paid to the agent. 
This 
money, 
which rightly belongs to us, will be 
paid to some other county 
in 
the 
I nited States. 
The only question, 
then, to settle is whether or not the 
demonstrator is worth $500 to the 
county. 
If he is we ought to con­ 
tinue the payment of the salary. 
If 
he is not, let’s see what is wrong. Is 
j the fault w ith the agent or writh the 
entire idea of dem onstration? 
Has Mr. Ellis’s w’ork been w'orth 
the $500 the county has paid him 
during this year? 
One boy, James 
Auten, only ten years old and weigh­ 
ing only 73 pounds, produced twice 
as much cotton to the acre on his 
tw’o acres as did his father 
on 
the 
same kind of land. 
Y’ou may answer 
that the boy did nothing but work at 
his cotton. 
Perhaps he did not, but 
we venture to say that there is not 
a boy in the county who is not a club 
member th at 
made 
a 
gross 
crop 
worth over $300 and cleared more 
than $200 in clear cash. 
A boy only 
ten years old with an earning Capac- I 
ity of $300 a year, $25 a month for 
the twelve months in the year, is 
worth much to his county and will 
make a citizen that the county can 
boast of. 
Jam es Auten is merely an example 
of what can be done. 
There 
are 
other cases about as good. 
William 
Riddle has demonstrated w hat a pig 
will do if properly fed and cared for. 
For this year only in net dollars and 
cents, Mr. Ellis has paid back his sal­ 
ary several times over. 
This doe& 


not take into accoaunt the influence 
for good seed, for proper cultivation, 
or seed bed preparation, 
for 
thrift 
among the boys of the county— all of 
which Mr. Ellis has been instrum ent­ 
al in. 
It seems to us that the man 
who is opposed to the work of the 
demonstration agent has not investi­ 
gated the subject enough 
to 
know 
just what he is doing. 
This is written in no way in de­ 
fense of Mr. Ellis. 
He needs no de­ 
fense. 
His work defends itself. 
If, 
however, there is any objection t o 1 


him, that is no reason why the work 
should be discontinued. 
If one man 
does not do the work, the govern­ 
ment will be glad to furnish anoth- 
j er. 


Those who are in favor of keeping 
this work going on should see or 
write the commissioners before Mon­ 
d a y . 
Final action will be 
taken 
at 
that time. 
Those who oppose the 
demonstration work have been busy; 
it is time those in favor of it wrere 
also busy. 
The commissioners want 
to do what the people w’ant. 
We are 


satisfied the majority of the people 
want to continue to take the $700 
that is due us from the National Gov­ 
ernment.

Fund For T uberculosis Prevention. 


None of the proceeds from the sale of 
Red <'ro-<s Christmas Seals, which are 
bein# so ld widely throughout the Unit' 
et! States for the benefit of tile anti 
tuberculosis movement, will be used 
for any relief puqwjses, according to a 
statement by Ernest P. Bicknell.' Na 
tional Director of the American Red 
Cross. 
Mr. Bicknell says: ‘‘The American 
Red Cross is deeply appreciative of the 
sympathetic interest which has inspired 
the suggestion from various parts et 
the I lilted States that a certain per­ 
centage of the Red Cross Seal Sales 
Fund, which has been used for the last 
seven years exclusively for the preven­ 
tion and treatment of tuberculosis in 
the United States, be expended this 
year to aid the European war suffer­ 
ers. While tile Red Cross is desirous 
of securing contributions which will in 
crease this war relief fund, we do not 
feel justified in adopting any policy 
which will tend to cripple the tubercu­ 
losis work in this country, dependent 
as it Is for support to so large an ex­ 
tent on the sale of Red Crews Christ­ 
mas Seals. The announcement that a 
percentage of the Red Cross Seal mon­ 
ey would go to our war relief fund 
might possibly increase the sale; but, 
in our opinion, the final results would 
show a distinct loss in that part of the 
proceeds going for tuberculosis work. 
At the present time there are over 
1,200 nnti-tut ereulosis societies distrib­ 
uted through nearly every state In the 
Union and even in Porto Rico, the 
Canal Zone and far off Hawaii, which 
are dependent almost eutlrelv upon the 
receipt, from the Red Cross Seal sale 
for t heir work during the year 191G. The 
people of the United States must sup 
port this local war against tuberculo­ 
sis, which annually kills 200,000 people 
and at the present time is leaving a 
trail of a million wounded.*'
